HISTORY  AND  SCOPE  OF  THE  PAN-ANGLICAN 

CONGRESS. 


The  first  allusion  to  a  Congress  of  the  whole  Anglican 
Communion  occurs  in  a  sermon  at  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral, 
London,  in  the  spring  of  1902.  The  subject  was  then  brought 
before  the  Boards  of  Missions  of  Canterbury  and  York, 
who,  after  consulting  in  a  special  degree ,  the  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury,  addressed  a  letter  on  December  15,  1902, 
to  the  Archbishops  and  Bishops  of  the  Anglican  Communion 
throughout  the  world  setting  forth  the  scheme  of  a  Pan- 
Anglican  Congress  in  close  proximity  to  the  next  Lambeth 
Conference  of  Bishops,  coupling  with  the  Congress  a  pro¬ 
posal  for  a  Thankoffering  in  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral.  Some 
seventy  answers  were  received,  no  part  of  the  world  being 
unrepresented,  and  these  answers  were  almost  unanimous 
in  approving  the  scheme.  The  Boards  of  Missions  then 
assumed  the  responsibility  of  launching  it.  Their  next 
step  was  to  write  again  to  the  whole  Episcopate  of  the 
Anglican  Communion  on  May  28,  1903,  announcing  their 
determination  to  hold  the  Congress,  ‘  dealing  with  mis¬ 
sionary  and  other  questions  affecting  the  extension  of  the 
Redeemer’s  kingdom  throughout  the  world.’  They  also 
announced  their  intention  of  preparing  for  a  Thankoffering 
at  St.  Paul’s.  In  September,  1903,  another  important  letter 
was  sent  round  the  world  giving  the  first  outlines  of  the 
scheme,  some  of  these  being  in  a  sense  unique.  For  example, 
it  was  at  once  determined  to  utilise  the  whole  of  the  five 
years  preceding  the  Congress  for  the  purpose  of  preparation 
and  to  induce  Churchmen  to  study  as  fully  as  possible 
all  questions  which  eventually  would  be  discussed  at  the 
Congress.  The  Congress  itself  was  to  be  held  just  before 
the  Lambeth  Conference  of  Bishops,  and  to  conclude  with 
the  Thankoffering.  Secretaries  were  to  be  appointed  in  all 
dioceses,  and  Bishop  Montgomery  and  Mr.  Eugene  Stock 
were  appointed  Honorary  Secretaries  of  the  Congress. 
But  perhaps  the  most  important  part  of  this  letter  was 
the  insertion  in  it  of  three  questions,  with  a  request  for 
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answers  after  consultation  with  diocesan  synods  and 
councils.  Briefly,  the  questions  were  as  follows  :  (1)  What 
are  the  questions  of  supreme  importance  for  the  Church  of 
God  in  your  own  regions  ?  (2)  What  questions  outside  your 

own  regions  are  of  first  importance  ?  (3)  What  is  the 

corporate  duty  of  the  whole  Anglican  Communion,  acting 
as  one,  at  this  time  ? 

One  important  point  will  be  noted.  All  letters  have  been 
addressed  from  the  first  to  the  Anglican  Episcopate,  or  to 
those  delegated  by  them  and  their  Synods  to  receive 
such  communications.  In  a  word  the  movement  has  all 
along  been  diocesan.  No  communication  has  ever  been 
made  to  societies  of  any  land.  The  diocesan  unit  has  been 
safeguarded  from  the  commencement. 

In  May,  1904,  a  further  communication  was  sent 
round  the  world  in  relation  to  the  Thankofiering.  The  date 
of  it  was  fixed  for  St.  John  Baptist’s  Day,  June  24,  1908, 
in  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral.  It  was  to  be  a  Thankofiering  to 
Almighty  God  for  blessings  vouchsafed  to  the  Anglican 
Communion  in  its  growth  and  spiritual  development  in  all 
parts  of  the  world.  The  principle  of  the  Thankofiering  also 
was  settled.  The  fullest  liberty  was  given 

‘  (1)  To  each  part  of  the  Anglican  Communion  acting  in  its 
own  region  in  its  corporate  capacity,  to  earmark  its  offering  for  any 
purpose  whatsoever,  whether  in  its  own  regions  or  elsewhere,  care 
being  taken  that  the  object  or  objects  be  worthy  of  so  solemn  an 
occasion  and  of  the  first  importance  to  the  Church  in  that  or  in 
some  other  region.  (2)  That  in  order  to  secure  this  end  with  greater 
certainty,  no  object  for  the  Thankoffering  of  any  particular  region 
be  chosen  except  such  as  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  authorities 
of  the  Church  in  that  region,  acting  through  its  provincial  synods 
where  such  exist,  or  failing  such,  by  the  bishops  of  the  region  in 
question  acting  together,  the  general  aim  being  to  provide  for  the 
paramount  needs  of  great  regions  rather  than  the  immediate  and 
local  needs  of  particular  dioceses.  (3)  That  if,  as  it  is  hoped,  large 
sums  be  offered  which  have  not  been  earmarked,  these  shall  be 
distributed  by  some  leading  authority,  such  as  the  Primates,  Metro¬ 
politans  or  Presiding  Bishops,  who  will  be  assembled  at  the  Lambeth 
Conference,  or  by  a  Committee  of  the  Lambeth  Conference.’ 

It  may  be  stated  at  once  that  in  due  course  it  was  re¬ 
solved  that  the  unappropriated  money  should  be  distributed 
by  a  Committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  Lambeth  Conference, 
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but  not  necessarily  to  be  composed  of  bishops.  As  a 
matter  of  fact  we  believe  that  the  Committee  will  be 
made  as  representative  as  possible.  Not  only  is  every 
continent  sure  to  be  represented  on  such  a  Committee, 
but  we  cannot  doubt  that  bishops,  clergy,  laymen  and 
women  are  likely  to  form  the  component  parts,  so  that  it 
will  be  impossible  to  speak  of  a  packed  or  a  sectional 
body. 

But  we  must  return  to  the  history  of  the  three  questions 
and  their  outcome.  In  due  time  answers  came  from  all 
parts  of  the  world  ;  and  again  no  part  Qf  the  world  was 
unrepresented.  It  is  remarkable  that  the  first  answers  came 
from  the  Arctic  regions,  from  Bishop  Bompas.  As  a  rule, 
the  purely  missionary  dioceses,  and  those  with  the  smallest 
staff  of  clergy,  were  first  in  the  field.  The  large  centres 
were  last :  this  was  to  be  expected  and  it  was  natural.  It 
was  also  natural  that  the  questions  should  take  some  time  to 
answer,  since  the  request  had  been  made  that  they  might 
embody  the  opinion  of  diocesan  assemblies.  It  will  have 
been  guessed  also  that  the  two  first  questions  were  much 
more  fully  dealt  with  than  the  third.  It  is  almost  true  to 
say  indeed,  that  the  third  question  still  awaits  its  true 
answer.  This  again  is  natural  :  and  we  have  come  to 
believe  that  the  great  purpose  of  the  Congress  is  really  to 
give  that  answer. 

The  next  step  that  was  taken  was  to  print  all  the 
answers  from  dioceses  in  extenso  so  far  as  it  was  possible, 
to  comment  on  them,  to  focus  attention  upon  the  signi¬ 
ficance  of  certain  groups  of  answers,  and  to  remit  the 
pamphlet  to  all  dioceses  with  a  request  that  they  should 
carefully  read  the  opinions  expressed  by  Churchmen  from 
every  part  of  the  world  relating  to  our  common  Church  life 
and  to  revise  the  answers  already  given  in  the  light  of 
fresh  knowledge.  Many  revised  judgments  were  in  due 
course  received,  and  it  will  be  of  extreme  interest  to  many 
to  be  told  that  no  fresh  answer  was  really  evoked  ;  but 
it  is  true  that  some  previous  opinions  were  more  strongly 
emphasised. 

Finally,  twelve  subjects  were  chosen  from  the  mass  of 
information  received,  as  representing  the  most  important 
problems  in  the  eyes  of  the  whole  Church,  and  special 
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attention  was  paid  in  this  choice  to  the  needs  and  wishes  of 
provinces  and  dioceses  outside  the  British  Isles.  It  is  more¬ 
over  interesting  to  know  that  when  these  subjects  had  been 
selected  in  the  manner  specified  they  were  found  to  coincide 
entirely  with  the  needs  and  wishes  of  the  Church  in  its  old 
home. 

These  subjects  so  chosen  were  now  again  relegated  to 
all  dioceses  throughout  the  world  for  a  final  opinion  before 
the  Congress  Committee  fixed  the  programme  of  the 
Congress.  If  this  recitation  of  the  steps  taken  is  weari¬ 
some,  the  excuse  must  be  that  it  is  important  to  point 
out  to  all  that  every  care  has  been  taken  to  make  this 
Congress  as  democratic,  in  the  true  sense  of  that  word,  as 
possible.  No  subject  has  been  forced  upon  the  Congress, 
All  of  it  is  the  outcome  of  a  general  opinion.  There  has 
been  no  wilfulness  at  the  centre,  and  the  unanimity  has 
been  remarkable. 

We  turn  now  to  the  Committee  of  the  Congress.  The 
Boards  of  Missions  at  once  came  to  the  conclusion  that  this 
venture  was  upon  far  too  large  a  scale  to  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  a  sub- committee.  Very  wisely,  then,  they  took 
the  boldest  step,  and,  having  appointed  a  representative 
Committee,  they  gave  them  power  to  add  to  their  number 
and  to  take  any  step  they  chose  in  any  direction.  The 
Committee  henceforth  became  responsible  for  the  Congress 
in  every  sense,  financial  and  executive.  Without  doubt  the 
Committee  of  the  Congress  must  be  credited  with  faith, 
for  they  were  now  committed  to  a  scheme  that  might  cost 
10,000Z.  Yet  no  guarantee  had  been  raised ;  there  was  at  that 
time  no  certain  scheme  for  raising  one ;  but  in  faith  the  Com¬ 
mittee  went  forward.  They  had  the  good  fortune  to  obtain 
the  Bishop  of  St.  Albans  as  their  chairman,  and  they  at  once 
began  to  add  representative  Churchmen  to  their  numbers, 
restricting  their  choice  naturally  at  first  to  the  vicinity 
of  London,  since  it  was  necessary  that  the  Committee  should 
meet  frequently  and  be  a  united  body.  It  may  be  said 
here  that  the  meetings  have  been  delightful  in  tone.  Of 
course  no  one  has  dreamt  of  party  feelings,  the  cause  was 
far  too  great  for  that.  Extraordinary  and  sustained  in¬ 
terest  has  been  shown  throughout,  and  there  has  ever  been 
evident  a  sense  of  humour  which  has  brightened  the 
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proceedings,  especially  when  any  one  could  be  caught  trip¬ 
ping  in  a  statement.  It  was  my  part  to  afford  merriment 
on  one  occasion  when  in  attempting  to  say  that  the  section 
for  ‘  the  Anglican  Communion 5  must  have  an  ‘  evening 
meeting/  I  blundered  into  saying  ‘  We  must  have  an 
Evening  Communion.’  But  the  sentence  that  lives  most 
in  my  memory  is  the  attempt  of  a  prominent  member  to 
define  the  position  of  the  aborigines  of  Australia,  and  when 
the  definition  was,  ‘  Black  settlers  in  a  white  man’s  country,’ 
we  felt  we  had  food  for  laughter  for  many  days.  It 
matters  not  what  was  meant.  After  some  four  years  it 
became  evident  that  the  work  could  not  be  performed 
by  honorary  secretaries,  not  even  when  Canon  Stuart  took 
Mr.  Stock’s  place  ;  and  none  too  soon,  the  Bev.  A.  B. 
Mynors,  late  General  Secretary  of  the  Junior  Clergy  Mis¬ 
sionary  Associations  (S.P.G.)  and  rector  of  a  parish  in  the 
Diocese  of  Bristol,  was  permitted  by  his  bishop  to  become 
full  secretary  to  our  very  great  profit.  One  room  was  at 
first  taken  at  the  Church  House,  and  some  of  us  remember 
with  laughter  the  first  meeting  in  it  when  we  sat  upon 
packing  cases  and  awaited  our  Secretary,  who  had  missed 
his  train.  The  one  room  has  become  ten,  and  the  staff 
numbers  about  twenty.  A  Guarantee  Fund  was  raised 
as  one  of  the  first  acts  of  the  enlarged  Committee.  The 
Dioceses  in  the  Provinces  of  Canterbury  and  York,  that  is, 
of  the  Church  of  England  proper,  were  asked  to  guarantee 
250Z.  each  in  case  of  a  deficit ;  the  general  idea  being  that 
the  Mother  Church  was  inviting  sons  and  grandsons  to  her 
shores  and  desired  to  be  in  some  sense  the  host.  The 
Dioceses  responded  nobly,  although  they  did  not  know 
whether  the  Congress  would  really  strike  the  imagination 
of  the  Anglican  Communion  and  thus  become  able  to  pay  for 
its  own  expenses.  Happily  that  fear  has  passed  away.  But  it 
may  not  be  amiss  to  recall  a  still  earlier  position  of  affairs 
when  the  small  Committee  that  was  first  appointed  were  com¬ 
pelled  to  put  their  hands  in  their  pockets  and  pay  their 
postage  and  other  expenses  and  to  borrow  from  the  Boards 
of  Missions  on  their  own  responsibility.  We  only  mention 
it  in  order  to  show  how  far  we  have  travelled  by  the  mercy' 
of  God  since  those  days. 

It  is  ancient  history  now  to  recount  how  the  scheme  of 
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the  Congress  has  developed  till  it  has  become  seven  or 
eight  Congresses,  each  with  its  Secretary  and  Committee. 
It  is  also  interesting  to  note  how  the  questions  to  be  dis¬ 
cussed  have  themselves  grown  in  the  estimation  of  Church¬ 
men.  The  Social  problems  of  the  day  hold  first  place 
easily,  and  by  the  wish  of  all  parts  of  the  world.  The  pro¬ 
blems  of  Thought,  of  the  faith  as  face  to  face  with  doubt 
and  perplexity,  rank  second  ;  then  the  others  come  more  or 
less  in  a  group.  The  women  members  of  the  Congress 
Committee  also  remind  us  that  we  did  not  discover  the 
existence  of  women  for  some  three  years  or  more;  they 
also  assert  that  they  have  done  more  to  spread  knowledge 
of  the  Congress  and  to  stimulate  study  of  the  subjects,  since 
they  were  discovered,  than  anyone  else.  Be  it  so.  It  is 
now  by  the  aid  of  both  sexes,  of  every  section  of  the  Church, 
by  thinkers  of  all  shades  of  opinion,  that  the  Congress  is 
being  organised. 

Our  perplexities  now  consist  of  bewilderment  in  regard 
to  the  numbers  that  desire  to  attend  the  meetings 
and  the  great  services,  and  in  regard  to  hospitality.  We 
are  also  a  little  anxious  lest  the  note  of  self-satisfaction 
should  be  sounded  by  any  Churchmen.  We  have  not  met 
to  glorify  ourselves  or  to  look  with  satisfaction  upon  the 
past.  If  we  take  the  whole  world  within  our  survey 
we  are  but  a  small  body  even  among  English-speaking 
Christians.  It  is  our  duty  to  humble  ourselves  first  and 
foremost,  for  our  manifold  omissions  of  duty,  of  oppor¬ 
tunities  let  slip,  for  our  shortness  of  vision,  our  many 
divisions  within  the  Church,  for  our  coldness  in  mis¬ 
sionary  effort  and  our  neglect  of  duty  to  our  neighbours, 
to  the  poor  and  helpless  at  home.  All  will  be  glad  to 
note  that  the  feeling  of  humiliation  is  characteristic  of  the 
services  in  connection  with  the  Congress.  We  have 
indeed  cause  for  abundant  and  overwhelming  thankfulness, 
but  not  for  self -glory ;  God  has  blessed  us  far  above  our 
deserts  in  spite  of  our  sins  and  shortcomings,  and  it  is 
just  and  right  that  we  should  conclude  our  Congress  with 
a  Thankoffering. 

The  trembling  hopes  of  five  years  ago  seem  about 
to  be  fulfilled  to  a  degree  not  dreamt  of  then.  We  now 
humbly  pray  that  the  Congress  may  become  a  great  instru- 
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ment  for  a  deeper  faith  and  an  enormously  increased  energy 
on  behalf  of  the  Anglican  Communion  for  the  cause  of  God, 
and  therefore  for  the  sake  of  mankind  throughout  the 
world.  It  may  be  that  the  place  of  this  Anglican  Com¬ 
munion  of  ours  in  the  world,  and  as  a  world  force  for  good, 
may  be  made  more  plain  to  us  as  a  basis  for  effort  in  the 
coming  centuries.
